How the Former Supported His Old 
Commander in His Heur of Need, 
Diepatch to Cineinnati Gazette.

Exrrorttox, VIA VicxssurRG, March 20.—The 
Anita left Vicksburg Friday afternoon with as 
little delay as possible, for, after conference 
with ofticers of the State and the eitizens’ com- 
mittee, Capt. Lee felt impelled to make all possi- 
bie haste for the Yazoo country. Vicksburg was 
full of refugees, but they were from the planta- 
tions within easy reach, and bad been 
brought out by the boat) hastily 
sent by the citizens’ committee in 
response to appeals. As to the conaition of the 
people up the Sunflower and Tulla \atchie, only 
the most meagre detalis could be cdtained. In 
a general way it was known they were 

WITHOUT HOMES D ob, 

but no boat had gone to them because nearer 
calls had absorbed all the means ot rescue, and, 
instead of the floods in the Yazoo country hav- 
fing reached their highest, the reports coming 
showed that the water was rising everywhere. 
Those who had found knolis and levee banks, 
and who bad feit safe in awaiting the subsidence, 
learned their foothold was becoming precarious, 
and they must seek safety by further migration, 
which could only be accomplished by boat. 
When the Anita turned into Olid River, really 
the lower part of the Yazoo, some fifteen miles 
above Vieksburg, was found that the water 
bad risen in twenty-four bours 80 a8 to cover 
many of the knolls which were visibie the day 
before. At Bell island the Joseph E. Johnston 
plantation was feund to be in from three to five 
feet of water. Many of the houses were more 
than half under water, and |

The 
spinoers, most of whom are young giris who it 
is proposed to reduce 5 or 10 cents a day, persist 
iu their strike, voting this evening not to go 
back to work except upon the old basis, and 
taking steps to form a permanent organization. 

They number about 200. Weavers to the num- 

ber of 500 or 600 have also struck, but they are 

not so determined as the giris are, and will meet 
tomorrow to decide by ballot whether to return 
to work or not. Although the strikers are 


cousiderabiy less than 1,000, fully 3,000 operatives 
are out of employment, other departments hav- 
ing shut down for lack of material which comes 
to them in regular course of manufacture 
from the spiuners and weavers. The entire 
milis will have to be closed in two or three days 
at the most if the strikers don’t retura, for all 
the work in hand will then have been exhausted, 
and 3,000 operatives who are at present work- 
ing and willing to work will have to be 
turned out. Today the mill authorities look 
at the prospect caimly, and state, as is 
always the case, in view of an impending strike, 
that they are perfectly willing to close the milla, 
and that indeed, owing to the low state of the 
overstocked market, they cum save money by 
doing it. It will also give them opportunity to 
make extensive repairs and changes of machin- 
ery.

NEW AGITATION OF IN LEGAL-TEND- 
ER QUEZSTION. 

The Eastern organs of the gold clique— 
that coterie of capitalists who would reduce 
the legal-tender money of this country to 
gold alone—continue from time to time to 
agitate the projectzfor a judicial negation of 
the legal-tender 9 of the greenbacks. 
Oneof these journ the Boston Advertiser 
takes heart from the recent appointment 
to the Supreme Bench of Judge Blatchfotd, 
of New York, following closely upon the 
appointment of Judge Gray, of Massachu- 
setts, and hopes that a pending suit in the 
nature of a put-upjob by Ben Butler and 
some one else to test the constitutionality of 
the Legai-Tender act—a suit which has been 
forgotten by the public at large—may now 
de decided in such a way as to divest the 
greenbacks of their legal-tender function. 

Such a result may well be doubted. Of 
the older members of the Supreme Court, 
Justices Miller and Bradley sided with 
Justice Strong in his opinion con- 
firming the constitutionality of the 400 
million War issue of legal tenders, 
and Justice Field, of California, is alone 
among these who dissented. Of the new 
members who have never passed upon the 
question, Gray and Biatchford of New En- 
gland and New York are the only ones likely 
to espouse the narrow and destructive views 
of the goldites, while Justices Waite and 
Matthews of Ohio, Wood of Alabama, and 
Harlan of Kentucky cannot reasonably be 
expected to array themselves at once against 
the popular welfare, the sentiment of their 
people, and a former ruling of the court 
which has governed the 2 operations 
of the country since 1871 in conformance 
with previous universal assent of the peo- 
ple. At any rate, this guess at a possible di- 
vision of the court is reasonable, and it 
would rangesix of the Justices in favor of 
the constitutional / theory of the Legal- 
Tender act, with only three against it. 
Such a decision would probably set the prin- 
ciple at rest for all time. 

The history of the litigation over the Legal- 
‘Tender act may be retold very briefly. ‘The 
act was passed Feb. 25, 1862, at a critical 
time for the Government, and played an im- 
portant part in the prosecution of the War 
and the maintenance of private and public 
credit during a critical period. At the close of 
the War the constitutionality of the act was 
challenged, and five of the Supreme Judges, 
a bare majority, decided it to be “ inconsist- 
ent with the spirit of the Constitution” and 
„prohibited by the Constitution.“ The case 
was subsequently reviewed by a full bench 
of nine Judges, only eight passing upon it in 
the first decision, and it was held by the ma- 
jority, four dissenting, that obe of the du- 
ties of the Government is to preserve itself, 
that “this Government is possessed of all 
necessary powers to that end,” and that the 
Legal-Tender act was passed “for a legiti- 
mate end.“ and was “appropriate and 
adapted to that end.” ‘The reopening of the 
issue is now urged upon the court upon the 
flimsy pretext that the argument upon which 
the last decision was rendered was made be- 
fore only eight Judges, though all the nine 
Judges joined in the decision or the dis- 
senting opiuion, and in the hope that the

tutionality of the Legal-Tender act at this 
time would not be felt, and that the friends

FOOLISH DEMOCRATIC OBSTRUCTION. 

The action of a few Demoeratic members 
of the House of Representatives yesterday 
in breaking a quorum on a question of con- 
sidération fairly illustrutes the need of 
amendment of the rules. Mr, Reed, of 
Maine, had moved to make the Geneva 
Award a special order for the last week in 
March. The merits of the bill were not in 
question. It was only sought to have the 
House take it up after due notice and give it 
such attention as it deserved. The report of 
the Judiciary Committee, composed of 
the ablest lawyers of both sides, in 
favor of Reed’s motion was unanimous; 
yet Springer, Sparks, Blackburn, and other 
Bourbous opposed the consideration of the 
motion, even to the point of filibustering 
against it. There was barely a sufficient 
number of Democrats engaged in this ob- 
structive action to call the yeas and nays and 
break a quorum by refusing to vote. All the 
Republicans and a large number, possibly 
one-half, ot the Democrats were in favor of 
Reed’s motion, but they were powerless to 
accomplish anything without the consent of 
the small minority faction who opposed the 
motion. 

The method of taking the vote in the House 
by yeas and nays is absurdly antiquated, 
and ought to be abolished. Each roll-eall 
consumes half an hour. In the French 
Assembly roll-calis are taken almost in- 
stantaneously by means of electricity. There 
is no reason why such a chatige should not 
be adopted in the American Congress. But

‘The electric apparatus is well known, and 


has been sufficiently tested. An attempt was 
inade to have it adopted by Congress, but the 
members objected, both because it would 
take away the power for dilatory motions and 
because it would require members to be sit- 
ting constantly in their seats and giving at- 
tention to public business. It will still be 
possible, if the electric system were adopted 
and the present rules should continue in 
foree, to break a quorum, but the value of 
dilatery motions would be destroyed, as the 
rules now provide a remedy against the rep- 
etition of them beyond a certain limit. The 
roli-call, with all its various formalities and 
time-destroying qualities, is really the chief 
obstacle in the way of effectual reform. 

The Democratic obstruction yesterday was 
so wholly unprovoked and unnecessary that 
it may have the good effect of bringing the 
majority to a speedy conclusion with refer- 
ence to the rules. The right of the majority 
to determine the order of business is un- 
questionable. It ought not to be made de- 
pendent upon the whim or prejudice of a 
small minority ofa minority. Yet this is 
actually what happened yesterday. There 
were not above forty members originally en- 
g@red in the conspiracy. There was a 
quorum present, but the House was stripped 
of its constitational funedous by the obsti- 
nacy and perverseness of those few mem- 
bers. The majority were not even permitted 
to say what it would consider at some future 
day, reasonable notice being given of its in- 
tention. 

The experience of yesterday will justify 
the Republicans in taking extfeme measures 
to force through an amendment of the rules. 
They can afford to have the Demoerats fill- 
buster against such a measure. The more 
time the latter waste in this manner, the bet- 
ter account the Republicans will have to 
show in the election. A party in the majori- 
ty that does not have the courage 
to assert its responsibility for legis 
lajon would de unit to rule It 
is true the Republicans sometimes 
filibustered when they were not in power, 
but-they never did so on a simple question of 
consideration, nor when the issue involved 
was unimportant, as in this case. Whenever 
they broke a quorum there was some great 
principle involved, as in the case of the 
Army bill, when the Democrats sought to 
revolutionize the election laws of the coun- 
try by a rider to an appropriation bill. But 
the Democrats have three times filibustered 
this session on the most frivgious questions, 
involving neither matters of public policy 
nor of party interest. It would be lud 
erous to filibuster on the Geneva-Award 
bill, even if that measure were up on its 
merits, but to filibuster against taking 
itup some weeks hence seems to be little 
short of insanity. We sincerely hope the 
majority will make a change of the rules a 
square party issue, and give the Democratic 
obstructionists from now until the elections, 
if they desire so much time, to decide 
whether In the American Congress the ma- 


jority or the minority shall rule.

THE CONGRESSIONAL WAKE. } 
Some of the slow newspapers are just get- 
ting around o the particalats ofthe Con- 
gressional scandal in connection with the 
Garfield funeral, which Tun TRIBUNE ex- 
posed several days ago. It is desirable that 
this apparent Congressional debauch at Gov- 
ernment expense upon au occasion so solemn 
as the funeral ofa martyred President should 
be given the greatest possible notoriety, even 
at this late day. It is in the interest of the 
country that the American people shall al- 
ways estimate Congressmen, Individually 
and in the aggregate, at their exact Value, in 
order that the glamour of political prefet- 
ment may not blind them to the faults ot 
their representatives, and also in the hope 
that the practice of holding members of Con- 
gress to strict accountability for their con- 
duct may serve as a partial protection 
against future scandals. 

The allowance of the Thompson bill of 
over $8,000 for the Congressional! share of the 
funeral expenses proves to have been, plainly 
stated, a flat burglary” upon the Govern 
ment Treasury. Thompson was the Demo- 
eratic Sergeant-at-Arms of the last Congress. 
He was in Washington at the time of Gar- 
field’s death, and immediately proceeded to 
organize a Congressional funeral by tele- 
graphing to Congressmen all over the coun- 
try, pledging his personal credit to incur ex- 
traordinary expenses, and then laying out 
arrangements better suited to a banquet or 
pleasure excursion than to the last rétes of a 
dead President, His bill amounted in all to 
$8,245. A resolution was introduced into 
Congress to allow that bill, and it was passed 
unanimously, without examination or discus- 
sion, while the legitimate expenses of Gar- 
field’s sickness and death still remain un- 
audited and unpaid. 

There was only one item in Thompson's 
bill which could have been properly allowed 
by Congress, and this has been stricken out 
by the liberality of the railroad company. 
A special train for the Congressmen attend- 
ing the funeral may have been necessary, 
andin any event was proper, but the Penn- 


syivania Company which furnished it has 
since refused to accept any compensation. 


whatever. There was not another dollar of 
the ehtire $8,245 which Thompson had the 
right to pay. Congressmen attending the 
funeral ought to have paid their own ex- 
penses, and men of self-respect would 
have insisted upon doing so. A moderate 
bill for incidental expenses would not 
of course have excited any comment. But 
it has since come out that one caterer was 
paid $1,500 for the lunch which was carried 
along for the Congressional party. The prin- 
cipal items of that charge were for cham- 
pagne, brandy, cocktalis, and eigars—“ but. 
one half-pennyworth of bread to this intol- 
erable deal of sack”! The hotel bills of the 
Congressmen at Cleveland were also paid. 
The telegraph bills were paid, and every 
possible personal expense came out of the 
public fund which Thompson created with- 
out authority of law, and which Congress 
has since allowed without question. Not 
merely Congressmen, but their friends and 
invited guests, were partici tants in this gen- 
eral spree. The whole affair was disgrace- 
ful, and every Congressman who partook of 
these gratuities or assented to the unseemly 
jollification implied by their liquor bill ought 
to be held in greater contempt than followed 
those who were involved in the back-pay 


grab.

tee whose liquor bill to the funeral was 
charged by Sergeant-at-Arms Thompson, 
and audited and paid out of the contingent 
fund.

WENTWORTH’S CONGRESSIONAL RECOL- 
LEC rioNa. 

Last Thursday evening the Hon. John 
Wentworth delivered a lecture at Music- 
Hall jn this city to which an audience of 
8,000 persons listened with intense interest 
and with unbroken pleasure, Mr. Went- 
worth entere: Congress nearly forty years 
ago—in 1845—and his lecture was a graphic 
deseription of men and times during the 
period of his Congressional Hfe. This 
period covered the days when John Quincy 
Adams, Henry Clay, John C. Calhoun, Dan- 
iel Webster, and Thomas H. Benton were 
conspicuous in their eminence in the Nation- 
al Congress. They were really great men, to 
whom the people of this day look back with 
admiration and veneration, because of the 
enduring impression they made on the histo- 
ry of, the country, and because of their 
patriotism and the great services they ren- 
dered the Union. These great men were all 
born in the last century; they were born just 
at the era of National independence; they 
entered the public service and became emi- 
nent towards the latter part of the first haif- 
century of the Republic, and lived far down 
into the second half of the century. 

The oldest of these in years was John 
Quincy Adams. Mr. Wentworth entered 
Congress just before Mr. Adams fell at his 
post i House of Representatives. John 
Quincy Adams had witnessed the birth of 
the Nation, ana had filled all the offices of the 
Government, and nien younger in years had 
already obtained that eminence which he 
had enjoyed and survived. These included 
Clay. Webster, Calhoun, and Benton. These 
men were of widely (different tempera- 
ments, of widely different qualifications, 
of varied abilities, and each controlled Dy an 
undying ambition. Mr. Clay, Mr. Calhoun, 
and Mr. Webster may be said to have been 
rivals, and in fact competitors, They entered 
public life as the Fathers of the Government 
and of the Constitution were passing away, 
and these four eminent men took places in 
popular estimation as successors of Madison, 
and Monroe, and Gallatin, and Crawford. 

Mr. Wentworth entered Congress when 
Ciay, and Webster, and Benton, if not Cal- 
houn, Were in the zenith of their fame. The 
Whig party, which had sustained a disaster 
by the death of President Harrison and 


and in ory of their intel ip 

this tine, and redialivd in Congress until 
after Clay. Webster, and Calhoun had passed 
away; until they had ceased to be actors on 
the great National stage, and until, in the 
sanctity of the tomb, they were fevered no 
longer a8 partisans but as part of their coun- 
try’s history. In this lectnre, taking nearly 
three hours of time, he told the story of 
these statesmen, their triumphs. their de- 
feats, their rivalries, and their ambitions, 


their bopes, and their fears, as these ‘were | 


affected trom tithe to time by the events in 
Congress and by the progress of legislation. 
He told this story in his own peculiar and 


graphie way: he told it ag part of a history 


in which he was y an active and 
keen participant, wingling with the recital 
incidents public and personal, all the more 
interesting because stated by an observer. 

That part of the lecture, or address, more 
particularly devoted to Mr. Clay we repro- 
duce in full inthis morning’s Tutpune. Mr. 
Clay died thirty years ago, but mere are 
thousands who knew him when living to 
whom this portrait will revive old memories 
of the great statesman whose graceful figure 
and noble volce once filled the country with 
evthusiastic pleasure, He was aii orator 
who, in his day and in his manner, captured 
all who fell within the reach of his voice. To 
other thousands—in fact, toa large majority 
of the present people of the Union—these 
reminiscences of Mr. Clay and this picture of 
his personal and public life eannot fall to be 
of deep interest. The picture is drawn of 
the great American patriot and statesman by 
one who was his official associate during the 
most brilliant decade of his life, and by one 
whogwas present at his burial. To those 
who know of Mr. Clay only from the stiff 
and cold pages of the historian this sketch of 
the great statesman, drawn by a living men- 
ory of the man seen in his brightest days, 
will be all the more grateful, becanse time 
has softened all asperities, and the illustrious 
dead is now seen only in the light of his 
greatness and by one who thinks of him only 
as a friend. 

Those portions of the lecture devoted to 
Webster, Calhoun, and Benton differ in the 
interest attachmg to them only as these per- 
sons are of particular interest to the reader. 
These were all men of National fame, andof 
a fame, each in his own way, that will endure 
so long as the history of the country has an 
interest to the American people. The whole 
lecture is a production that should be pre- 
served, It should not be allowed to pass 
away, u pleasure only to those who heard it. 
It should be published in durable form, that 
others in reading it, even in future days, 
may do honor to these historical Americans, 
and at the same time do honor to their his- 
torlan. °

Tue bargain made between the Czar of 
Russia and the Nihilist conspirators, proba- 
bly with direct reterenee to his forthcoming 
public coronation, is one of the grimmest 
concessions ever yielded by an autocrat to 
King-killers, He substantially says: If you 
will not kill me, I will not Kill you.” It 
shows that this ruler, who professes to hold 
his throne by divine right, is afraid of his 
subjects, and is willing to compromise with 
them, that he may have a louger lease of 
life. It shows that he is tired of being a 
prisoner in his own palace, of being so sur- 
rounded by secret foes that he dare not stir 
out of doors uniess surrounded by a cordon 
of police and soldiers, of suspecting his po- 
lice and soldiers, and even the inmates of his 
own household. The Czar has in his hands 
nearly thirty prominent Nihilists, who have 
been concerned in all the. outbreaks of the 
past three years, mine-layers, bomb-throw- 
ers, and assasins. They have been 
tried, found guilty, and condemned to 
death. He now helds them as hostages, 
saying, It I am touched, all these shall be 
hanged.” If the Nihilists do nothing, then 
they may go on their good behavior, but if 
he is shot at, then the whole of them shall be 
executed. lle has interposed them as a 
shield between himselt and the Nihilists, and 
the shot which is fired at him will be the sig- 
nal for their death. It is a nice bargain on 
the Czar’s part, though it must be confessed 
it shows a gtim sort of humor. The Czar 
could not order their execution without ex- 
posing himself to the certainty of death. 
The Nihilists will hardly care to sacrifice so 
many of theic number for a chance to shoot 
at him and miss him. So both parties have 
agreed to the bargain, and the coronation 
will take place—unless the convicted prison- 
ers should voluntarily offer themselves as 
victims for the halter in order to secure the 
death of their oppressor. It is hardly likeiy 
they will do this, an the Czar may go on 
for a time longer with this thin partition be- 
tween safety and danger—crowned Czar of 
Russia by the grace of assasins rather than 
by divine right. This bargain between the

Mr. Eason, a well-known Irish almanac 
maker, has just published a pamphiet in Dublin 
entitled The Working of the Land Act.“ and 
containing au accurate record of the decisions 
given by the Sub-Commissioners down to about 
the middie of the fourth week of January.

From 
this it is learned that Messrs. MacCarthy, 
Haugbtoa, and O'Shaughnessy have made the 
largest reductions, the percentage in tueir 
case being 30; that Messrs. Roche, Lynch, and 
Morrison come next, with 27 per cent aver- 
age reduction ; that three commissions—namely : 
those consisting of Messrs. Greer, Baldwin, and 
Ross—of Messers. Reeves, O’Keelfe, and Rice 
and of Messrs. Fitagerald, Mabony, and Comyn 
have made, each, reductions averaging 28 per 
cent; and that Messrs. Rearden, Mowbray, and 
Cuaningham come last, with an average reduc- 
tion of nearly 18 per count. This last-mentioned 
sub-com mission, it may be added, has sut chief- 
ly in Kilkenny, on applications from estates 
where the rents have not been as high compara- 
tively as In other parts of Ireland.

Madison, Wis., March 20.—The Assembly con- 
vened again this evening, and continued in ses- 
sion for about balf an bour. The only Senate 
bill concurred in was that compeiling telephone 
companies in incorporated oi to furnish 
telephones to all merchaats or citizens ‘paying 
or tendering the amount generally demanded 
fur such use.

lands bordering on such reservoirs. The bill 
also relinquishes the claim of the State to any 
damages which may be occasioned by such over- 
now. A bill providing for the placing upon the 
market of large tracts of the State swamp- 
lands was also passed; also the bill making the 
fees of witnesses called to testify as experts in 
any court of recordin the State $2.50 per day 
and $1.25 per half day.

COCK-FIGHTERS. 
A WEST-SIDE GANG GET OFF VERY EASILY. 

There came up for hearing yesterday morning 
before Justice Kaufmann George Berg, who 
keeps the hotel at the sputhwest corner of 
Canal and Madison streets, and twenty others, 
who were arrestea Friday night by the West 
Side police for running and attending a cock- 
fight. The arrest was made by Lieut. Lablum, 
of the West Madison Street Station, and Officer 
Dudley, of. the Humane Society. The pit has 
been running for some time, but, up to Friday, 
it was impossivie to catch any of those con- 
cerned in it. The pit is down in the basement, 
with passages jeading from it into the 
hotel. The main entrance is through the 
barroom. It has been the custom for 
the barkeeper when he saw an 
officer come in sight to touch a spring and set 
off a gong in the basement. The minute the 
cock-fighters heard the signal they rushed into 
the hotel and at once became guests of the 
house. So, before the police could get down 
stairs they bad time to disperse, and the birds 
were put in coops and tucked away against the 
wall, 

On this occasion, however, they were a little 
too slow. It had been arranged that, as soon as 
the police entered the saloon, one of them 
should seize the barkeeper and prevent bis giv- 
ing the signal. The officer to whom that duty 
was assigned was not quick enough about it. 
Noticing this, Officer Dudiey ran down-stairs into 
the pit, taking several steps at a time, and 
reached the basement just as the gong sounded. 
He was in time to get to the door leading into 
the hotel before any of the crowd, standing 
there with his revolver, kept them from goimy 
out that way, while the officers up-stairs caught 
the crowd as they came rushing up into the sa- 
a In this way twenty-two arrests were 
made.

A CURE FOR CRAMPS. 

DR. DELAMATER ON A FAILING WHICH AF- 
FECTS WRITERS AND TELEGRAPHERS. 
Dr. N. B. Delamater lectured before the Elec- 
trical Society last evening at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel. Owing to the bad weather there were 
bat few present. The paper was devoted to a 
discussion of the causes and cures of what is 
commoniy known as writer's or telegrapher’s 
cramps. The speaker described the methods of 
communicating the impulses of the brain to the 
muscles which are to be moved, likening the 
motor centre of the brain to a delicate switch- 
board, and the nerves themselves to electric 
conductors bound to the great cable of the 
spinal column. A great cause of these cramps, 
be said, was to be found ina her ditary predis- 
position to nervous affections v bich might in- 
terfere with the nerves a sjvrhbere along 
the line of transmission, or in the brain 
itself. Worry was more of a cause 
than overwork, and stimulants of all kinds 
tended to weaken and injure the nervous sys- 
tem. Among many telegraph. rs the excessive 
use of tobacco had become very common, and 
yet this plant, although a mild sedative, was a 
very potent factor in the production of paraly- 
sis. Loss of sleep and physical, mental, and 
social dissipation were to be noted among the 
prominent causes. Oftentimes the table or 
chair were too high or too low, or the key was 


iucouveniently placed; but these troubles could © 


be remedied by a little care. The clothing 
about the shoulder should be light and easy, 
and as illustrative of this the speaker de- 
pounced as a pernicious practice the habit of 
wearing elastic bands to hold up the 
sieeves. The cramps were common to 
all people using the smaller muscles 
to excess, and appeared often in the frst and 
second fingers, sometimes in the little finger 
and thumb, and quite frequently in the shoulder 
and arm. Teiegraphers should learn different 
methods of using the instrument o pencil, 
and, when at liberty, should take e to put in 
use other sets of muscies by simple movements 
of the hands and arms. it was not so much the 
amount of work done, as the continuous action 
of one set of muscles. The first symptom was a 
feeling of tension. Thenan imability to hold 
the key manifested itself, until a tremor fol- 
lowed, and there was a gradual! inability to move 
the necessary muscles, while the hand lay help- 
jeas on the table. The disease should be care- 
fully studied to ascertain its exact logation. and. 
if not too far advan it can bec by ab- 
solute rest of body ind.

Experiments have been going on at Pullman 


order. The Corliss engine necessarily generates 
avast quantity of waste steam. This steam. 
heretofore wasted, is now used in beating houses 
in all parts of the city from the engine-house. 
The steam is conveyed in small iron pipes and 
connected with a machine in the collar of the 
dweiling. Thesteam bere generates bot air, 
which is conveyed throughout the house and 
maintains an even temperature. To cover the 
cost of laying the pipes the people using this 
mode of heating will be charged a fixed rate per 
annum, which is considerabiy ‘less than the cost 
of maintaining furnaces. This system is found 
perfectly satisfactory in houses distant half a 
mile from the engine-house. 

The Arcade Building ig nearly completed. 
When completed it will contain a theatre, which 
will seat an audience of 1200 peopie, and a4 
library and reading-room. The iibrary, it is 
said, will contain 40,000 volumes, furnished by 
the Pullman Company. On the ground floor 
there will be twenty-eight siores. The space in- 
closed by the Arcade Building, the Hotel 
Fiorenve, and two blocks ot residences will be 
made into a bandsome little park, with fount- 
ains, tlower-beds, and grass- plata.

“Youth” at the Grand Opera-HMouse. 

“Youth,” a melodrama which has vroven a 
great success in London and New York, was 
produced at the Grand Opera-House last even- 
ing for the first time in this dity, the audience 
being a very large one, 

From what bas been written of * Youth” else- 
where, the impression had become general that 
the piece was one which depended for its sac- 
cess mainly upon ecenic effects of the spectacu- 
lar order, but this is not the case.. The story of 
the play is amply sufficient in itself for the con- 
struction of a melodramatic plot of more than 
ordinary strength and interest, and it would be 
difficult to find more powerful situations than 
those to whieb the incidents of the plot naturally 
give rise, so that when to these are added 
scénic éffects of the most elaborate and striking 
character the entire production is one that can- 
not fall to interest even the most blasé of the- 
atre-goers. The plot is not a complicated one, 
and the story it tells, while always of vivid in- 
terest, is not improbable. A rich country vicar, 
the Rev. Joseph Darlington, has an only child, 
Frank, in whom ail the hopes and joys of his life 
are centered. This young man is engaged to his 
cousin, Alice Wenlock, and in the opening scene 
of the play, when Frank leaves to join bis regi- 
ment, the father warns him against Eve de 
Malootste, a fascinating but rather rapid young 
female, with whom he has been entangled. It is 
proper to state at this point that the vicar is 
perfectly competent to give his son all the nec- 
essary advice on this subject, for in his younger 
days he had seduced and deserted a girl, who 
bas just reappeared, having sought out the 
bome of her childhood in the hope of atoning 
for her past misdeeds by living an exemplary 
life. Sbe unexpectedly discovers that the man 
who ruined her life and then acted like a cur by 
running away and leaving her to starve or do 
worse is the one who bas the sale of the house 
in which she was born, and in which she would 
liketo die. Being as much of a brute as ever, 
he not only refuses the woman the poor boon 
she asks, but holds himself aloof from her with 
the alr of a superior being. Here is where the 
audience feels like clubbing the Vicar of Beechly. 
Learning that be has a son, Mrs. Walsingham, 
by which name the vicar’s victim is known, re- 
solves upon ruining the young man, and devotes 
her time to that purpose with excellent effect* 
as Frank Darlington is a little the softest piece 
of cake that has been seen since the days when 
Joseph bestowed bosgors on the brothers who 
threw him into the gravel pit. He rejoins his 
regiment, meets Eve, who, to use the expressive 
words of a  biack*mustached spectator 
last eveumg, plays him for a sucker” 
with the most brilliant results, and he 
marries her. Just as she has about 
bankrupted bim by ber extravugant mode of 
living, aad also succeeded in Dorrowing some 
money from her lover, Maj. Reckley, an officer 
in young Darlington’s regiment, the Vicar and 
Alice Weniock enter Frank’s apartments, haviug 
come down from the country unannounced for 
the purpose of surprising the young man. In 
this respect their visit is highly successful, but 
from other points of view it is a disastrous 
failure. The aged but erstwhile frisky clergy- 
man calmly lifts from the parlor table a bundie 
of bills from dressmaxing and millinery estab- 
lishments, and, his early experience standing 
him in good stead, gieans from these fatally in- 
teresting documents all the information neces- 
sary to establish in his mind the fact that his 
son is emulating the example of the young man 
in the comic song who “acts more like bis dad 
every day.“ But the exciting fact that 
Frank is living with a woman is brought to light 


by bigs betrothed, Alice Wenlock, who discovers 


on the same table where the milliner’s bill was 
found a cigaret case marked “Eve.” Living 
with a womafti to whom you have been married 
in defiance of the wishes of your parents is bad 
enough, but to be betrayed by a cigaret case is 
worse.

CuicaGo, March 20.—I see it stated in news- 
papers that Mr. Oscar Wilde lately, before an 
audience of Irishmen, made a speech in which 
he glorified the former achievements ot the 
Irish in art and literature, but stated that ow- 
ing to political agitation “Ireland had done 
nothing in the past 700 years worthy of men- 
tion.” 

Now, in literature we have all beard of Swift, 
Sheridan, Goldsmith, Moore, Knowles, Edmund 
Burke, Lady Morgan, Lady Blessington, and 
Boucicault, with duzens of other writers, all of 
whom were of Irish birth; in musical art at least 
we have had Michael Kelley, the biograpner and 
famous tenor; Catherine Hayes, the late re- 
now songstress: William Vincent Wailacc, 
composer of che operas “ Matilda of Hungary, 
Amber Witch,” “ Maritana,” and Luriine "; 
Michael Baife, composer of the operas “ Bo- 
hemian Giri,”’ “ Hachantress,” and Tue Talis- 
man,” to say nothing of the immense number of 
songs, melodies, reels, and jigs, most of them as 
unmistakeable as Irish nee itself, and as 
classic in their flavor as the German Folxsongs 
are in theirs, which Von Weber, Marshner and 
Berlioz (vide Les Francs Juges ), Meyerbeer, 
Mendelssohn, and Littolf have not disdained to 
Jo oso na into sume or their greatest master- 
works. 

All of the above examples of Irish genius have 
been 228 to the world within 700 years.“

Gambling in Grain. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

BLOOMINGTON, III., March 18.— The rule adopt- 
ed by the Board of Trade several years ago 
which protects short sellers has done more to in- 
crease gambling in grain than all other in- 
fluences combined. Butfor the wholesome re- 
straint upon sellers by fear of corners the mar- 
kets would be sold down far below legitimate 
values. There should bea penalty for unlimit- 
ed short selling, rather than buying. The buyer 
must take the stuff, but the seller may settle by 
paying a 50 per cent penalty. Ihe buyer must 
stand to his bargain, but the seller may squeal 
and sheiter himself behind an unjust rule. 


There is no middie ground that can be success- 
fully maintained in the matter. Sules should be 
confined to gctuail property ur full scope given 
for corners. By actual property is meant that 
which is or may be represented by « 


. certificate of ownership somewbere and in some- 


body's bands. If only property thus represented 
is sold, bucket-shops will die a natural death, 
and the country be rid of anuisance much worse 
than faro ban vally corrupting, although 
apparently more respectable. The thousand and 
one idiers and ieeches who fatten upon others’ 
earnings would thea be forced to find honorable 
employment or go to the poor- house, where they 
can be supported much cheaper than in their 
present position. That such a rule will ever be 
adopted by a board of speculators is not to be ex- 
pected, and at present the only thing which can 
be done to hold the gamblers in check is to ab-

CHICAGO, March 20.—Nothing could be more 
just than your severe editorial arraignment of 
the “ Legalized Vampires —the Receivers of 
unfortunate life-insurance companies. Except 
in the cases where dishonest officials vriginaily 
plundered the companies to the verge of bank- 
ruptey. there was no excuse for ever forcing a 
fe- insurance organization into a Receiver’s 
hands. Even in those comparatively rare in- 
stances it would have been a deal better for the 
policyholders had the companies deen allowed

to continue business, and under new and pru- 
nt have saved what was left for the 
benetit of the members, instead of giving un- 
principled Receivers full swing to steal what- 
ever remained. But for those panies which 
had only suffered in common witb all the rest of 
the country by hard times and shrinkage of se- 
curities, and which, honestly managed as 
they were, only needed to ha 
left alone to have weathered the panic 
and to bave emerged into the genera! sunshine
